COLFOBTAOE. 
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We  are  sorry  that  our  people  have  come  so  far  short  in  contributing  to 
the  Home  Hoard  at  Atlanta.  There  are  practical  difficulties  in  the  way 
which  it  will  be  well  to  recognize,  aud,  if  possible,  remove.  The  most 
formidable  one  is  the  fact  that  Mississippi  is  supposed  to  be  doing  a large 
share  of  mission  work  on  the  same  [dan  as  the  Home  Hoard.  There  ia  also  a 
great  multiplicity  of  objects  before  some  of  the  associations  and  churches— - 
State  missions,  associa tioual  missions,  foreign  missions,  home  missions, 
ministerial  education,  college  support,  sustentation,  beside*  ever-recurring 
local  calls.  It  is  too  much.  The  minds  of  the  people  become  coufused,  ami 
with  confusion  interest  dies  out.  Iu  the  crowding,  the  Home  Hoard  is 
most  likely  to  suffer,  because  it  does  not  occupy  ground  distinct  from 
State  aud  Associatioual  mission^  and  it  is  further  away.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  some  way  ought  to  be  found  to  bring  about  a genuine  co-op- 
eration between  your  Board  and  the  Home  Hoard,  and  we  believe  the  way 
can  be  found. 

The  year  just  closed  has  beenmne  of  experiment.  It  was  a grave  ques- 
tion that  troubled  many  minds:  "Is  it  safe  to  put  the  weight  of  all  our 
enterprises  ou  the  pastors ? ” This  report  is  t he  answer.  It  is  far  from 
being  satisfactory,  but  it  is  encouraging.  More  churches  have  contrib- 
uted this  year  than  during  any  former  year  of  our  history.  Almost  en- 
tirely the  pastors  have  doue  the  collecting.  T he  Secretary  has  everywhere 
prepared  for  collections  rather  thau  take  them  himself.  He  has  never 
lost  sight  of  the  future,  aud  has  labored  more  for  the  future  than  the 
present.  Money  has  come  iu  from  unexpected  sources,  in  small  sums,  it 
is  true,  but  they  are  prophecies  of  larger  amounts  in  the  future.  Your 
Hoard  believes  that  by  wise  management  And  persistent  effort,  in  a few 
years  the  non-contributing  churches  will  be  the  exception  to  the  rule.

The  work  of  development  has  reached  a stage  at  which  your  Board 
think  it  is  safe  to  rely  largely  on  cironlars,  letters,  general  appeals  through 
the  papers,  ministers*  meetings,  etc.,  for  future  progress.  We  therefore 
recommend  compact  asaociational  organizations  through  whioh  all  the 
churches  may  be  reached  from  the  denominational  headquarters  in  the 
State. 

We  also  suggest,  and  with  emphasis,  that  this  Convention,  through  her 
Board,  ought  to  enter  vigorously  upon  the  work  of  training  the  colored 
pastors  and  deacons  of  the  State.  It  is  too  evident  to  need  argument 
that  this  great  mass  of  untrained  colored  Baptists  can  do  much  to  pall 
down  or  baild  up  the  cause  of  true  religion,  social  and  civil  order  in  our 
midst.  Their  condition  appeals  to  oar  patriotism,  oar  humanity  and  our 
piety.  It  is  not  too  mnch  to  say  that  we  mast  save  them  to  save  our- 
selves. We  hope  this  Convention  will  give  due  consideration  to  this  over- 
shadowing question. 

conclusion. 

Now,  brethren  of  the  Convention,  the  work  is  before  yon.  Began  with- 
out experience,  prosecuted  under  many  difficulties,  daring  a year<*>f  un- 
precedented financial  stringency  and  gloom,  we  have  done  far  less  than  it 
was  in  our  hearts  to  do;  but  we  have  not  been  without  many  marks  of  the 
divine  favor.

Home 


A memorable  campaign  under  the 
Local  Option  Law  has  just  closed, 
and  most  of  us  nro  wiser.  The 
whisky  men  resisted  tlie  election 
with  all  their  might  in  and  out  of 
the  courts,  fearing  tlie  result.  Un- 
der tlie  old  law  tho  saloons  had 
been  closed  in  ull  but  lour  places  in 
this  large  county,  and  in  three  oi 
these  they  had  but  a feeble  bold 
We  bad,  to  begin  with,  a strong  and 
well  settled  sentiment  which  gave 
promise  of  victory. 

As  soon  as  the  election  was  or- 
dered. the  other  side  opened  their 
well  filled  magazine  of  lies,  and  del- 
uged the  county  with  falsehoods. 
Truly  the  mystery  of  iniquity  work 
ed.  It  passes  belief  that  men  could 
set  afloat  such  an  array  of  matchless 
falsehoods.  To  us  it  was  a new  rev- 
elation of  depravity.^ 

Along  with  all  manner  of  lies,  was 
unparalleled  blasphemy,  put  forth 
by  speakers  and  in  their  paper. 
The  Chris  ian  preachers  and  tho 
praying  women  were  accused  of 
hypocricy  and  masquerading  before 
the  public.  Every  effort  was  made 
to  slime  and  bring  into  contempt 
everything  sacred. 

Prohibitionists  set  out  to  appeal 
to  the  religious  and  moral  sense  ot 
the  people.  For  the  first  half  of  the 
campaignc  they  were  successful;  but 
the  other  side  changed  tho  issue. 
They  went  among  tho  negroes  and 
told  them  this  was  an  effort  to  re- 
mand them  to  slavery,  gave  them 
whisky,  appealed  to  their  race  prej- 
udices, bought  a very  few  of  the 
preachers,  laiught  up  strikers  in  the 
churches  to  intimidate  tho  preach- 
ers, threatened  violence  to  colored 
men  and  women,  threatened  to  burn 
colored  churches,  and  were  rupidly

THE  SIGN  OF  THE  CROSS 


Not  as  our  Catholic  friends  make 
it  would  we  exhibit  that  -ign,  nor 
is  it  to  be  used  j ust  as  it  was  used 
by  the  conquering  emperor  who 
claimed  to  have  sec n it  blazoned  on 
the  sky  with  the  mandatory  words 
«/«  hoe  xiifno  «•»».•<>,”  hut  there  is  a 
sense  in  whieh  the  sign  of  the  cross 
is  to  be  exhibited  in  the  Christian  s 
lifoasa  conquering  symbol. 

To  the  pious  heart  the  shape 
alone  suggests  the  death  amt  pas- 
sion ol  our  Lord,  how  then  could  it 
become  an  object  of  idolatry  or  he 
in  anyway  permitted  to  hide  the 
dying  Christ  from  the  soul's  gaze? 
The  conquering  power  of  this  sign 
is  in  the  lives  of  Christ’s  followers 
Tho  daily  cross  hearing  the  daily 
exemplification  ot  the  great  moral 
principles  taught  by  the  Master 
conquers  the  stoutest  heart.  The 
quiet  women  who  without  any  pa- 
rade or  ostentation  watched  by  the 
couch  of  sickness,  gave  a cup  ot  cold 
water  to  the  thirsty  tramp  in  Je- 
sus’ name,  or  spoke  words  ol  hope 
to  a despairing  wretch  made  effect 
ually  the  sign’d  the  cross;  because 
she  showed  the  power  ol  the  ero-s 
fn  her  Hf®. The  minister  who 
stoops  down  in  obedience  to  the 
Master's  - Go"  to  comb  out  the 
‘street  rats'  ‘new-  boys'  ‘boot- 
blacks and  ‘bartenders’  from  the

1 conclude  that  every  sane  man 
and  woman  in  this  county,  have 
long  since  become  conscionciously 
satisfied  that  liquor  saloons,  as  toler- 
ated or  permitted;  under  many  of 
our  .State  Statutes,  aro  wrong.

Well,  this  is'part  and*  parcel  of  the 
life  the  followers  of  the  cross  are 
pledged  to  lead.'  Said  one:  “Ob,  I’m 
tired  of  this  everlasting  talk  about 
the  cross,  it  really  makes  me  cross 
to  hear  so  much  of  it:  why  cannot 
people  let  the  world  be  bright?”  It 
was  the  cry  ot  the  sin-blinded 
against  the  light,  a plea  for  the 
rushlight  of  time  rather  than  tho 
enduring  light  ot  cternitv  Few 
indeed  object  to  looking  for"  urd  to 
a crown  and  a kingdom,  hm  wliat 
would  a crown  and  kingdom 
be  to  one  ( if  he 
could  have' them)  who  had  never 
taken  up  his  cross  and  followed 
Him  who  is  onr  crown-giver? 

Some  one  said  ‘The  only  signs 
of  tho  cross’in  this  Christian  (?)  land 
are  on  the  church  steeples  and  in 
the  grave-yards.”  , But  that  was 
the  utterance  of  sd  enemy  of  Christ 
Every  asylum  'for  the  poor,  the  siek. 
the  unfortunate  is  a sign  of  the 
cross,  let  the  atheist,  the  nature 
worshiper,  .the  Pantheist  or  the 
professor  of  any  other  ism,  boast 
of  what  they  do  not  believe  but 
they  cannot  show  one  benevolent 
or  charitable  instution  founded  by 
their  disciples.  Their  unbelief 
wastes  itself  in  theories,  bankrupts 
them  morally  and.  wrecks  them 
•piritully.  How  many  ofHbeir  per- 
vert* at  the  last'have  had  to  carry 
their  wrecked  bodies  to  the  houses 
of  refugo  erected  by  the  crosses 
they  scorned  and  there  let  life’s  ta- 
per burn  to  its  socket  and  go  out  iu 
eternal  darkness.  Voltaire's  motto 
freely  translated  was  “crush  the 
wretch,”  (meaning  Christ)  but  it  is 
be  who  cried  out  at  the  last  “I  am 
crushed,”  and  tbe  scripture  was  ful-

THE  ORIGIN  OF  GOOD  WORKS  AND  THEIR 
. RELATION  TO  SALVATION

The  thought  plainly  presented  in 
these  Scriptures  is:  The  origin  of 
good  works  and  tlirir  relation  to  mira- 
tion. Tho  Apostle  has  pointed  ou f. 
the  source  and  medium  of  salva- 
tion. 

It  has  its  origin  in  tho  grace  of 
God  and  not  in  human  merit,  (iod 
is  tho  great  deliverer,  and  ho  is  dis- 
posed and  determined  solely  by  bis 
love  and  not  at  all  by  tho  works  of 
man.  This  blessing  is  God  s gift, 
and  it  is  conferred  through  faith 
and  not  by  meuns  of  human  per- 
formances. Kveu  this  faith  is  not 
an  independent  action  of  man.  The 
whole  arrangement,  salvation  by 
grace  and  tho  faith  which  accepts 
and  appropriates  it.  is  God’s  gilt, 
It  must  bo  of  grace  und  not  of 
works.  For  the  spiritual  lile  is  tho 
workmansliip'of  tiod,  the  product 
of  tho  new  creation  in  Jesus  Christ, 
tho  design  of  which  is  that  man 
may  bo  holy,  und  by  which  he  is 
disposed,  inclined  to  good  works, 
and  which  will  glorify  tiod  and 
bless  tho  race.  The  conclusion  is 
inevitable.  If  good  works  are  the 
aim  und  end  of  the  spiritual  lifo 
they  cannot  be  oithor  tho  cause  or 
tho  means  of  it. 

There  aro  three  senses  in  which 
works  may  bo  called  good.  First, 
Thqjie  deeds  which  God’s  law  pro- 
sWibes  are  good.

Jumes  shows  plainly  that  while  sal- 
vation is  not  on  account  of  works  itis 
never  without  them;  that  while  man 
is  justified  by  fajjh  only  ho  is  never 
justified  by  faith  which  is  alone,  but 
by  this  grace  manifested  and  per- 
fectly developed  in  a holy  and  bene- 
ficent life.  Third.  A third  view 
is  that  good  works  are  neither  tho 
sourco  nor  medium  of  salvation.

It  is 
literally  preposterous,  because  it  is 
placing  that  before  which  ought  to 
come  after,  it  is  putting  the.  effect 
for  the  cause,  the  beneficent  deod 
before  the  benevolent  disposition 
which  inclined  the  actor  to  its  per- 
formance, it  makes  the  fruit  of  the 
tree  produco  and  nourish  the  tree 
rather  than  grow  and  ripen  upon  it, 
it  makes  tho  manifestation  of  spirit- 
ual lifo  the  creative  power  which 
brought  it  into  existence.  The 
words  of  the  Apostlo  aro  plain  and 
forcible.  Salvation  is  not  of  works.

men.  Second.  Again,  a wor  , is 
good  when  tho  dood  and  the  design 
and  motive  of  the  agent  aro  what 
the  law  requires.  There  must  bo 
nothing  either  in  tbo  agent  or  his 
act  which  the  law  condemns.  Blit 
tho  best  deeds  of  the  best  men  are 
imperfect.  There  is  none  absolute- 
ly good,  no,  not  one.  No  man  can 
stand  justified  before  the  infinitely 
boly  and  just  God  on  the  ground  of 
what  ho  is  and  does.  Whatever  tho 
lips  may  say,  it  is  tho  irrepressible 
testimony  of  conscience  that  man  is 
always  a sinner,  that  ho  is  never 
free  from  defilement  before  him 
whose  eyes  aro  bright  with  omnis- 
cient purity.  Third.  Those  inward 
exercises  and  outward  acts  which 
are  tho  iruitsol  tho  Spirit  are  justly- 
called  good  works.  The  phraso  is 
commonly  used  in  this  sense.  Of 
Dorcas  it  is  said  that  she  “was  full  , 
of  good  works.”  Daulsays  that  the  j 
man  of  God  should  be  “thoroughly  t 
furnished  unto  all  good  works,”  ( 
and  that  Christ  gave  himself  for  us  , 
that  he  might  “purify  unto  himself  { 
a peculiar  people,  zealous  of  good 
works.”  The  same  deod  may  be  j 
good  or  bad  according  as  the  mo-  j 
tive  of  the  agent  is  good  or  bad.  In  , 
itself  to  feed  the  worthy  needy  is  „ 
good.
